It ia argued 
that as soon aa the tariff bill ia disposed 
of and goods besjin to come out of 
bonded warehouses, the revenue will 
again be ample to meet expenses, and 
then these bonda can be paid off. Iu 
other worda, it will provide an easy 
plan for lightening the great burden and 
enable the banka to make use of their 
bullion reserves. It is felt by bankers 
that if the mission of Messrs. King and- 
Williams succeeds, it will lead to the 
issuing of a big amount of Governments. 
There is here alao a growing feeling in 
banking circles in favor of an issue 
which appeal to the public instead of to 
bankers alone. There was a cautioua 
expression of opinion by several bankers 
that the gold assessment which they 
had paid would he the last. 


The -banka reluctance to pay more 


gold, it is stated, is said to be due to a 
desire to force the Government to 
another bond issue, and tbus give a 
chance for getting good interest for their 
Idle capital.

sassination of Carnot 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 26.—Ex-President 


Harrison talked further today about 
the assassination of President Carnot, 
saying that the act waa due to an in- 
flamed and revengeful mind. 


"The relations between the govern- 


ment of which Carnot was the head and 
this government at this time," said he, 
"were not personal, but official. They 
were always characterized by great cour- 
tesy and kindness. His treatment of 
.our representative waa in the highest 
degree cordial. I have heard Whitelaw 
Reid and others who have been-in Paris 
speak of him, and always in terms of 
the highest commendation.

that everybody should unite in insisting 
on the observancts of the law in every- 
thing, small or great.

By the Amerieaii Railway Union 


Beginning Mcit Wednesday 


at Noon. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—There seems no 


longer to be any possibility of avoiding 
it trial ol strength between the great 
Pullman company and the American 
Railway Union. Theconirmtteeappoint- 
ed during the morning session ol the 
union to wait upon the officials ol the 
Pullman Palace Car Company made a 
report immediately upon the opening of 
this afternoon's session.

him that unless the decision is reversed 
tbat before 12 o'clock noon Wednesday 
tbe American Railway Union will de- 
clare a general boycott on all dining and 
sleeping cars of the Pullman company 
in uiia country. Ko reply waa given to 
this and the company left withoul 
parley. When this was made known to 
the convention in executive session a 
boycott waa declared on all Pullman 
cars beginning Wednesday next at noon 
unless some word ia received from the 
Pullman company before that time.

It was soon ascertained that the as- 


sassin was an Italian named CaYaare 
liovan'ni Santo, lie is a beardless 
'oung man about 22 years old. When

,ud wore a peaked cap that matched 
he suit in color. As "he marched under 
he police guard from the Rue de la 
lepublique to the station he held hie 
lead down, but he glanced furtively 
around us though he was seeking an op- 
lortumty to escape.

he slightest1 doubt had he cot away

In the yvur 1829 a steady stream of 


immigration was flowing into tho torri-' 
tory of Michigan. Theever restless poo- 
plo of the t-asi had heard wonderful sto- 
ri*-s oi i ho abundance of #ame aud groat 
fertility of soil to by found iu the new 
territory, and tho sturdy, adventaro- 
fiomo farmers of rocky Ke\v England 
were pacing tlu-ir way westward, with 
the hope of finding the El Dorado of 
their dreams 


Detroit, at this time, was a sight to 


behold. Its streets WITO thronged with 
tho cove-red wagons of tho immigrants. 
Hunters aud Indians, half breeds and 
soldiers wore mingle;! in a chaotic muss. 


Among tho great throng of homo seek- 


ers that left Detroit on the 3d day of 
May. 1829, were James Harris his wife 
and year old baby. Yonng Harris had 
put all of his earthly possessions into a 
covered wagon, aud bidding goodby to 
friends and relatives had joined that 
endless stream of home seekers that wero 
pushing their way into the wilderness 
of Michigan, hoping by their energy 
and perseverance to build up a homo for 
themselves and an inheritance for their 
children. 


Tho road westward from Detroit fol- 


lowed an old Indian trail, and by con- 
stant travel tho mud bad bocunio so 
deep that it was almost impassable. 
Many of tho pioneers left the old road 
and struck tiff into tho wilderness, mak- 
ing roads for themselves. 


Among this number was James Har- 


ris, and all went well for nfowdays.. 
After camping ouo night tho wind sud- 
denly shifted to tho northwest, and a cold 
rain set in. This waa tho eighth day 
after leaving Detroit. The company that 
they had begun their jonrnoy with had 
gradually dropped off, and for two days 
they had traveled alone, alone in the 
great wilderness, unprotected savo what 
protection tho canvas covered wagons 
(jnvo them. Was it any wonder that as 
they listened to tho howl of the wolf 
and tho hoot of tho owl they became a 
'littlo homesick? Harris had made a 
great fire of dry brush, ami while it was 
burning brightly tho family had goiio 
to sleep. 
From this Bleep tho young 


mother was aroused by a sharp, hoarse 
cough from her baby. Sho immediately 
awoke her husband, frosh fuel was 
thrown on tho fire, and as it blazed up 
tha yonng mother peered anxiously into 
tho faco of baby Ruth, One glance at 
tho little drawn faco resting on her arm, 
and tho mother know that the baby had 
that dread disease, tho croup.

Sho wonld 
never give it up; 110, never 1 All that day 
they remained in camp. Toward evening 
tho wife became calmer, and standing 
near tho wagou with the babe in her 
arms she saw her husband dig the little 
grave, and when it waa finished a rude 
box was made, and she tenderly laid her 
baby to rest, with her own hands plac- 
ing it in tho grave, aud as the dirt rat- 
tled down on tho lid she foil senseless 
into her husband's arms.

Men of Science rutxled by tlie Deposit OB

The beeswax found in largo quanti- 


ties ou Nehalom beach has from time 
to time for years past attracted tho at- 
tention of tho curious and enlisted tho 
inquiry of scientists- The generally ac- 
cepted theory that in some prehistoric 
era a vessel, wax laden, went ashore nt 
that place is frequently disturbed by 
some less probable sunniso for a time, 
ftnd after exciting some speculation and 
comment drops oat of sight. The latest 
Of these comes from Mr. Odium, who, 
in connection with tho department of 
arrfiffiology of a British Columbia col- 
lege, is collecting data from which ho 
proposes to show that tho Indians of the 
Pacific coast are descendants of certain 
Asiatic races. He desires to . know 
whether tho wax found at Nehalem, is 
actual beeswax or mineral war, hoping 
to forgo ii missing link in his chain of 
evidence by means of information npon 
that point. 


It has been shown by carefnl scientific 


analysis that tho was is of mineral ori- 
gin, bnt it may be said in this connec- 
tion that the substance is to all appear- 
aiico genuine becswai; that this appear- 
ance is corroborated by the faint, sub- 
tle odor of beeswax, which lingers 
aronnd the storm beleaguered specimens 
that have been from time to timo 
brought up from the beach, and that no 
ono from tasting it could tell that tho 
pieco sampled was not identical with 
that anrreptitionsly bitten from, the yel- 
low, thread marked ball which was-a 
part of the fnruishing of his'mother's 
workbasket in his boyhood. More than 
this, the wins of a bee has been found 
imbedded in tho wax, furnishing irre- 
futable evidence of tho true nature of the 
substance. 


Tho Pacific coast Indians may be de- 


scendants of au ancient 'Asiatic race, 
but it is not likely "that any more con- 
clusive proof of this will over be develi 
oped by the most painstaking research 
than that which this little brown bee's 
whig furnishes of the fact tliat tho No- 
hnlem beeswax is beeswax. Howifrcame 
there will probably never be known def- 
initely nntil tlie secrets of tho nnremenv 
bered ages aro rescued from the tomb 
of time and incorporated in tho written 
history of the days that were, bnt now 
aro not Practical people are not look- 
ing for an occurrence of this kind; hence 
they aro prepared to accept tlie evidence 
of their senses in regard to the nature 
of this mysterious deposit in the sanda 
of (he seashore and to abandon attempts 
that are more than likely to provo fu- 
tile to discover how and when tho bees- 
wax, fantastically molded and curious- 
ly stamped, voyaged thither and was 
thrown upon the beach.—Portland Ore- 
gouian.

Senator Vest has proposed to exempt 


building and loan associations that loan 
only to shareholders from the provisions 
of the income UK feature pi the revenue 
bill.

With these amendments the income tax 
is deprived o! its most objectionable

The exemption of building and loan 


associations and the dividends of sav- 
ings banks front the burden of the in- 
•come tax will lessen the many objections 
thereto, but it will not make it a meas- 
ure which meets the requirements of a 
Us-of tbat character. The effort which 
has been made to reduce the amount oJ 
exemption would, had it been success- 
ful, have served only to make absolutely 
odious a proposition which now has lit- 
tle to redeem it from such characteriza- 
tion. THE REPUBLICAN does not oppose 
the income tax upon the ground taken 
by Senator Hill and other prominent 
opponents of the measure, that there 
should be absolutely no discrimination 
in taxation, but upon the ground that it 
does not discriminate enough. 
This 


paper is strictly opposed to an income 
tax which does not discriminate in re- 
gard to the character of incomes as well 
as to amounts. 


There is absolutely nu excuse for 


levying an extra burden of taxation upon 
a citizen merely because he has the 
brains and industry to earn a large 
salary or to transact a business for him- 
self which brings large returns. The 
discouragement of intelligence, industry 
and enterprise is certainly not a legiti- 
mate function of any scheme of taxation. 
The purpose of an income tax, as we 
understand it, ia not to handicap intel- 
ligent industry, but to serve tbe double 
purpose of providing revenue for the 
government and to discourage the inor- 
dinate and unhealthy accumulation of 
wealth. If this is nut the case, the income 
tax should have the opposition of every 
citizen whether the tax affects him direct- 
ly or not. Unless' it does discriminate ae 
to the character of incomes there is no 
excuse for its existence. 


An income tax which THE REITJBI.ICAX 


wonld.support would be one levying a 
tax upon tbe incomes, above a fixed 
amount, of corporations, of all kinds, 
incomes from the rentul of real estate 
and from other sources of which the 
basis is capital invested. 
The man 


capable of earning a large salary or the 
business earning only a moderate in- 
come would be left out of the question. 
The tax, as THE REPUBLICAN would levy 
It wonld fall upon large incomes only, 
of the character mentioned, and would 
increase rapidly with tbe size of the in- 
come. For instance, a corporation with 
,n annual income of $10,000 would not 
be heavily tared, but the Stand- 
ard Oil monopoly and kindred cor- 
porations, with -their enormous iu- 
comea, would be taught tbat there is 
one means of shielding the small capi- 
talist and the email industry from the 
greed and power of wealth. The men 
who are annually piling their useless 
millions upon millions wonld find in the 
income tax a serious obstacle if this 
paper had the fixing of the rate of grad- 
uation, but the men who are merely en- 
joying the prosperity of well paid serv- 
ice with hands or brains would not pay 
a cent. 


Such an income tax as we have in 


view would reach tbe Aulors, the Rocke- 
fellers, the Goulds and the lesser mil- 
lionaires, and would compel them to 
pay dearly for the privilege of absorbing 
wealth beyond reaeonable bounds, but 
it would not I*y tbe weight of a feather 
upon healthy thrift or legitimate ahibi- 
tion. That sort of income tax would be 
of benefit to the country; the one which 
is under discussion in the United States 
senate is a delusion and humbug.

money under the British system 
Gnance which we have accommodatingly 
adopted, coupled with the speculative 
craze which had just passed over the 
western half of the country, would have 
sarved to produce hard times under any 
administration, but that they have been 
rendered many times worse and pro- 
longed almost beyond the 'point of en- 
durance by the menace of free trade and 
the general incapacity of the adminis- 
tration is true beyond a reasonable 
doubt. It would be impossible to find 
an unprejudiced jury which would not 
convict the administration on the charge 
of having been accessory to the crime o: 
destroying the prosperity of the Amer- 
ican people.

Because tbe duty on raisins brings a 


revenue to tbe government without any 
material cost to the consumer, what 
ever increase it may cause in tho price 
of tbe foreign product being paid by the 
few who cau well afford to contribute to 
the expense of government. Tho do 
meatiu raisin now nils all the require- 
ments of the mass of American consum- 
ers at prices which cannot he further 
reduced by foreign competition without 
disaster to the home industry. Domes- 
tic sugar is not yet produced in suffi- 
cient quantity to protect the consumer 
from the enhanced price of foreign sugar 
caused by adding the duty to the selling 
price; consequently the establishment 
of that industry can be more cheaply 
and advantageously encouraged by 
bounty than by a tariff which will un- 
avoidably increase the coat of that com- 
modity to all consumers. Sugar is a 
common necessity of all the people, nod 
the Republican party wisely saw the ad- 
vantage which would accrue to the peo- 
ple by putting it on the free list aiic 
securing the protection of the infant in- 
dustry by paying a bounty on the email 
amount of tbe home product instead ol 
a duty on the vast amount imported 
from foreign countries. Tho condition 
Jn regard to raisins is exactly the re- 
verse, and a duty of not lesa than 2 
cents can be imposed advantageously for 
the purposes of revenue and protection 
without detriment to anybody but the 
foreigu grower or the few who desire to 
pay something extra for a foreign lux- 
ury. 


THE fact that the actual work of con- 


necting Fresno and the San Joaquin 
valley with deep water transportation at 
Monterey will begin on July 4th at the 
latter point is causing some evidence of 
awaking among the somnolent money 
bags of the cobblestone metropolis. The 
Ban Francisco Chronicle of yesterday 
sounds a bugle blast which ought to 
arouse the slumbering Silurian, and 
evidently will if he haa not become ob- 
livious to all earthly things and condi- 
tions outside of the musty environment 
in which he hoards the gains of former 
years and with the patience of a petri- 
faction awaits some miraculous inter- 
vention to bring a renewal of prosperity.

The contract for the construction of 


the firet forty-six miles of the Monterey 
& Fresno railroad has been let for 
$782,000. This will build the road to 
Hollister, from which point it will be 
run across the mountains into the San 
Joaquin valley beyond. The contractor 
has agreed to build and complete the 
road within ten months from the time 
of breaking ground, which will occur on 
the Fourth of July. The projectors of 
the road are said to havo floated 
¥3,OGO..OOp of the bonds in New York 
with which to build and equip tne new 
road. 


When a proposition was made some 


time ago to build a competing road down 
the San Joaquin valley the businesmen 
of this city could not nee their way to 
putting money into it, for what reason 
nobody can say, unless that they did 
not want to throw of! the shackles ol 
railroad domination, which they have 
worn so long as to grow thoroughly ac 
customed to them. The result may be 
that a large portion of the trade of the 
great San Joaquin valley, import as 
well as export, may be diverted from 
San Francisco to Monterey, for all our 
natural advantages cannot protect us 
against cheap rates offered by a railroad 
whose western terminal is on the ocean 
and at a harbor which ia available for 
ten months in the year, if not more. 


The way business is done in this city, 


or rather not done, is enough to make 
the men who built up California utir in 
their graves. To tbe north and south o! 
UB we have seen our business absorbed 
by 
smaller, but more enterprising 


cities—Seattle, Tacoma, Portland, Los 
Angeles 
and San Diego—and now 


comes a rival almost within the shad- 
ows of the mission of St. Francis of 
Assist, and still we ait quiet and only 
rub our sleepy, blinking eyes and won- 
der where that trade and commerce 
have gone which once promised to 
make thin city the London of the West- 
ern world. 


Rut there is no use in sermonizing. 


What this city needs is an intelligently 
directed destructive instrumentality of 
Eome kind, whether it be earthquake, 
cyclone, pestilence or what not to remove 
to another and (we hope) a better world 
some of the fossilized and Silurian old- 
eat and most respected inhabitants of 
this city,who, to uses familiar exaggera- 
tion, have been dead for twenty years 
and have never found it out. It would 
serve a part of this city right if Mon- 
terey should carry off its internal trade 
under ita very nose, in which event the 
dead-and-alive element might die in 
real earnest of chagrin, and m&ke room 
for a younger and more enterprising 
generation.

A the bands of these belligerents. By 
extending this strike from the place and 
tie parties actually interested to the 
various lines of railroads throughout the 
country which are acting un der contrac 
with the Pullman company, the public 
has been made the victim in a conten- 
tion that is actually of interest to but 
one employer and a few hundred 
men.

cott will amount to some millions of 
dollars for every day that the general 
tie-up of railroads is maintained, and

The 
people at large mu«t in some manner be 
protected from such interference with 
the rights which are supposed to be 
guaranteed them under the law.

The Eianttuer'a Sensation Mill Over 


worked—The Professor as a

The trial of Professor W. A. Sanders, 


of Woottoc mystery fame, was com- 
menced in Judge Webb'e court yester- 
day morning. 
The charge was the 


forgery of a draft for $1400 on the 
Kutner-Goldstein company on February 
5th of tbe present year. The draft 
purported to bear the signature of the 
musing William Wootton of Ueedley, 
aud tbe grand jury found an indictment 
against Banders for forgery on the 18th. 
of the present month. 


Assistant District Attorney Snow rep- 


resented the people; the aocuted was 
defended by Frank H. Short and Judge 
0. L. Abbott of Keedley. Detective 
tawfton ot Los Angeles watched the 
case. 


Those who expected to see & crushed, 


dejected being in Professor Sander* 
were surprised when he took his seal 
beside hia counsel. He wore a lighi 
weight Bummer jacket, and a etnile 
frequently fiidteral on his face, which 
is considerably rounder and plumper 
than in April last when he was being 
hounded to the verge of insanity by tho 
bushwhackers of a Han Francisco news- 
paper. 


Sanders has not now the full growth 


of beard which tho published news- 
paper cuts show, the explanation being 
that he IB stated to have shaved hii 
beard completely about the time o: 
Wootton'B disappearance, while the cuta 
were made from family portraits of a 
much older date. 


The Professor did not appear restless 


or uneasy during any part of tbe prc- 
ceedinge yesterday, even when reference 
waa made to the "disappearance" of 
Wootton in a significant manner. When 
Mr. Snow began to state tho case for 
the people, after the jury had been 
chosen. Sanders took up a pen and a 
sheet of foolscap paper, and made a 
ahow-of taking shorthand notes of tin 
remarks. The Professor is an expert 
botaniat and auieutist, hut in two min- 
utes it was mado clear even to himsel 
that elegantly formed characters at tbe 
rate of iiftetjn words a minute won' 
keep pace with a skilled attorney talk 
ing 180 words a minute right along. 


Before an attempt was made to eclecl 


a jury opinion was frequently expressed 
that tbe twelve good men and true 
could not be found in a day, if in two 
or even three. Aa n matter of fact 
however, the panel was tilled and the 
last juror sworn in exactly five hours 
It had been confidently expected tha 
tbe prejudices excited by the San Fran 
Cisco newspapers against the defeudau 
would make it difficult to find men will- 
ing to give him a (air trial, even on the 
comparatively minor charge of forgery 


Only two jurors, however, out o 


about twenty called were excused foi 
prejudice by the court. The rest stated 
almost to a man that they could givt 
Sanders a fair trial, though they hat 
evidently read the sensational theorie 
£nd fake stories iq the Examiner at the 
time*

THE SHOW PLAliTA PARASITE. 


t Cannot Eziat Away From the 


Roots of a Pint Tree. 


K. J. Fulton ot Reno, Nov., writes to 
tie Chronicle concerning the enow plant 


and il» cultivation. He Bays: 


"The snow plant, Barcodes eanenines, 
truly a lovely thing, and would com- 


mand a ready ca«h market wherever 
beauty is valued, but, unfortunately, it 
will never be possible to cultivate it ar- 
iQdally, aa it is a parasite on the root 
if the pine tree and ia incapable of an 
ndependent existence. It is easy to 
prove this, although it has been 
nany times denied. Its root is a 
gnarled bunch of white fltah, and 


neither root nor plant is there 
. be found a particle of green. 


The first lesson in botany is, that where 
here is no green, there is no assimila- 
ion, and a plant without it would have 
he Bame chance for life as a man with- 
out a stomach. As its name implies, 
he plant ia 'red flesh,1 but the root ia a 
•lear watery white. It requires a great 
deal of moisture, and often grows six or 
eight inches high and four or five inchM 
hick, looking like a bright red pineap- 
ple as much as anything. Its compoei- 
ioa' ia so largely water that it shrinks 
ike a toy balloon after being plucked, 
and in a few hours ia only a fourth of ita 
natural size. 


"Nothing could be prettier or more 


dainty than the 'snow plant,' but the 
search for the secret means of its pro- 
pagation must inevitably fail for the 
•easons I have given. Those who covet 
t must go to the home in the hills, 
where their scrambles will give them 
some of its healthy color."

Butler then claimed, as 
he claimed yesterday, that hia district 
pays one-third of the taxes of the county 
outside of Fresno and that the liou'a 
ihare of the appropriation should be his. 
[t was not stated where the other three 
districts were to come in, if these two 
should get $6000 or even $4000 each. 


Yesterday Chairman I-etcher wanted 


f4000 at once. 
This brought out a 


remonstrance from Butler, and the BU- 
pervieors tried to figure all day on an 
Kmitable apportionment of the $12,000. 
The matter wns finally passed without 
action and will come up at 10 a.m. to- 
day. 


The indications are that Letcher will 


get $3nOO and that the rest of the money 
will remain in the general fund, to be 
drawn on by the other districts as ne- 
cessity arises".

That train 
failed to arrive. The train due here 
at 8.45 also failed to arrive, and the 
tourists were eorely disappointed. 


Superintendent Frazier decided to at- 


tach the Pullman to the 12.45 local and 
instructions were given to that effect. 
Tbe train waa made up at about noon, 
when it was found that the Pullman car 
had not been attached. Mr. Frazier 
was notified and he ordered the yardmen 
summoned. They were not to be found 
and had evidently decided not to handle 
the Pullman. 
Mr. Frazier was not to be deterred 


from hia purpose by this untoward inci- 
dent and had a brief consultation with 
Freight Agent Markham, the result of 
which was that they decided to do them- 
selves whfti the yardmen* bad declined 
to do. The superintendent acted aa 
brakeman, Mr. Harkham as switchman 
and J. K. May, Mr. Fraiier'e private 
secretary, also assisted. The signal Ut 
start the train was given and the engi- 
neer responded promptly, as bis order 
IB not involved iu the strike. The train 
was switched back and the Pullman at- 
tached thereto, Messrs. Frazier and

of old hands. 


About ten minutes later, when the 


time came for the train to start, the 
trainmen showed a disposition to refuse 
to handle the train because the Pullman 
was in it. Mr. Fraaier, however, by a 
few reasonable .words induced them to 
look at the malter differently, and the 
train waa taken out on time.

The Stockton Mail is authority for tbe 


statement that rumors of changes in 
the working of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road have been in circulation recently, 
and that one of the changes under con- 
sideration is the wiping out of the 
Fresno division, the abandonment of tbe 
superintendent's office here, . the dis- 
charge of numerous clerke, the length- 
ening of other divisions and the dis- 
charge of numerous train crews. 


The same authority continues with 


the report that Superintendent Frazier 
will be transferred to Los Angeles, and 
the Bakersfield division extended north, 
with the possibility that one crew may 
be required to make the run from Tracy 
to Bakerefield, In support of this as- 
sertion it is pointed out that the divis- 
ion between Los Angeles and Bakere- 
3eld, and between Kan Francisco and 
Tracy cannot' be extended because the 
road there runs through the mountains 
and has heavy grades, while in the San 
Joaquin valley much longer runs can 
easily be made, it is added that tbe 
reason the Fresno division is likely to be 
wiped out is becauee it lies in the center 
of the valley. 


The "powers that be" at the Fresno 


depot are not in the least disquieted 
over these rumora for the simple reason 
that they do not believe them, and can 
give reasons for them. Railroad men, 
from superintendents downward, are 
not prone to talk— still less to' take 
newspaper reporters into their confi- 
dence. There seems to be no doubt, 
however, that tbe rumors which the 
Stockton Mail has accepted EO liberally 
have been really nothing more than the 
expressions of brakemeu and others on 
the tiacrauieato division, for the men on 
the Fresno division know better. 


To begin with, there are nearly GOO 


miles of track in the Fresno division, 
which would fully tar the powers of the 
ablest superintendent. To transfer Mr. 
Frazier to I,os Angeles would mean 
nothing in the way of economy, for 
some one would have to be here, or 
what is the same thing, an extra super- 
intendent, and clerks woald have to be 
put ou at Bakersfield. 


No doubt exists that the high author- 


ities at Fourth and Townsend streets, 
San Francisco, have been urged to every 
possible measure of economy, but that 
any change will be made in the Fresno 
division, now that the fruit peaaon has 
fairlv opened, and with the raisin sea- 
son in sight, may well be deemed out of 
the question. If there be any altera- 
tions in the, matter of train crews it will 
be in the line of putting a new crew on, 
not taking any crew off, for the force is 
down to bedrock now. 


Still another matter which points far 


away from the removal of the Fresno 
division offices is the fact that W. C.

Article S reads that the association

This 
needs no comment. 


Article 9 contains a proviso that they 


will adhere to established grades and 
prices only aa long aa they are adhered 
to by other members of such association 
or organization. One little packer could 
by thia proviso annul this contract if 
tbe big multitudinoua 
packer would 


pay his small certified check, or if he 
failed in business the compact fails. 


Article 10.—The growers' raisins are 


to be graded by a grader selected by tho 
packer 1 Why selected by the packer, 
who also grows raisins and is an inter 
ested party? 


Article 11.—Ltere the packer makes 


undue claims. Hta "steps" should be 
under the conditions herein named, or 
if a departure, with the consent of the 
•party interested. This article could 
well be omitted. 


Article 1 requires the grower to "dry 


and grade all hia grapes and raiauas," 
Wine and table grapes should be es- 
cepted, and no grading should be re- 
quired of the grower. In article 4 ref- 
erence ia made to advances which the 
packer may make to the grower. But 
nowhere is be obligated to advance a 
dollar towards harvesting the crop or 
for raisins sold until after full returns 
are received from each full accounting. 
Statements and accountings are ambig- 
uous terms—neither aeems to mean 
money to the grower. Read article 6 
carefully before you dump your raisins 
into such a concern. 


Now, 
aa raining are to he sold f.o.b. 


eaah, or say thirty days caah, there need 
be no great haate in forwarding them to 
the eastern markets, so that there can 
be no necessity nor gain to the grower 
in having them stored in quantity in 
our local packing houses, where the 
ffrower loses his control of his goods un- 
less he wishes to borrow money on 
them at 10 per cent, while the packer 
may also borrow on them at 5 
cent. The eastern buyer will now 
satisfied to buy for cash, and only as 
fast as he can sel, so that our raising 
will become a staple. Hasty specula- 
tive sales will cease, more money will 
be realized, but possibly not so quickly, 
Hence the grower will borrow more 
money early in the season and less or 
none later in the season. This money 
will come freely to the packer who is 
responsible and can borrow on his repu- 
tation and unencumbered real estate 
and by giving hia crop mortgages as 
collaterals, but should not be allowed to 
borrow on raisins in store, as these be- 
long to parties who do not all borrow 
from the packer. 


li raisins in store graded and packed 


together are liable for debts of the 
packer, it should be only after each 
jrower'a interest is adjusted. 
Tbe 


ownership together if not separate must 
always be claimed by the grower; then 
they cannot be hypothecated except for 
each party interested only to the extent 
of his interest or by the packer to the 
extent of hia interest in them. Pro- 
visions mast be made to meet these re- 
quirements for the mutual benefit of all 
parties concerned.

1889, 
and called fora steel pt>:trait from pho- 
tograph, fifty imprestirms on good 
paper, and insertion of t'ne portrait in 
tbe "Chronicles of the Kii 1-3," together 
withMr.Ohureu'Bbic^rapb.,',-'consisting 
of as many pages aa may W necessary 
to make a complete study, 100 pages." 


Mr. Church waa to have a year to 


pay the amount, and twenty-ive copies 
of the biography bound sepaiate or as 
summaries of the work. 
In November, 


1891, Mr. Church executed and deli vend 
to the plaintiff company a dra(; on E. 
B. Perrin lor *9900 as part of the money 
due on tho contract. 
The p'aintiff 


claims that this draft has nevei been 
paid, and accordingly bring sufc for 
$10,000, the full amount of tbe contract, 
and coats. 


There is a further small claim of (59.50 


for goods sold and delivered by the 
company to Mr. Church. The com- 
plaint is sworn to by H. H. Bancroft, 
the alleged historian. 


This is one of a number of cases of tbe 


kind which have brought the History 
Company into considerable notoriety, 
and Tio end of fun has been poked at tbe 
expense of the "uncrowned kings." 
Mr. Church does not, however, appear 
to be disposed to dispute tbe claim on 
its merits. 


He has a claim of $100,000 against 


the Fresuo Canal and Irrigation Com- 
pany, which is now in the United 
States courts, the president, ,G. E. 
Cheane, being a British subject. It is 
understood that when the Perrin people 
settle with Mr. Church he will settle 
with the History Company for his $10,- 
000 worth of immortal fame. 


THE PLANET URANUS. 


Some Interesting T!lines a Voj»ge to ttu 


aifiutlc World Would Disclose. 


If Uranus, which is n, atar of aboul 


tho sixth magnitude, 'Wero a planet like 
those little oiios called asteroids, which 
aro bning discovered by tho dozen every 
yeiir, it could not have much claim upon 
popular attention. Hut Uranus is really 
a gigantic world, moro than CO times 
us IOT^M "as ours. Its vast distance, now 
about 1,700,000,000 miles from thu 
earth, is what causes it to look so email 
Urauus has four moon?, which revolve 
backward iu theiroruits—that is lo say 
they ruvoivo from east to west arouiK 
Uranns, while Urauus goes, like all tin. 
other planets, from west to east aronnt 
tho sun. It is believed that Uranus ro 
.fates backward on its axis also. More 
over, thy a^is o£ that great, strango 
globo lias in such a direction that iu 
tho course of its year, which is equal t< 
84 of our years, tho snn shines nlmos 
perpendicularly first upon one pole am' 
then upon the other. Measured by on 
time standard, there are 40 years of con 
slant daylight, followed by 40 years o 
unbroken uight, around tho poles o 
Uranus. And tho sun rises in thu wcs 
and Bets in the east there. 
Bnfc the sun 


looks very small when viewed from 
Uranus—only one four-liuiidredth 
large as it appears to us. Still it shed 
upon that planet 1,500 times as nine 
light as the full mooii fiend* to the 
earth, so that daylight upon Unmne, 
while faint'compared with the bltae o 
a terrestrial noonday, is nevertheless a 
very respectable kind of illumination. 


It is a pity thaf^tho telescope is aole 


to show na very little of the detail 
the surface of Uranus. Some faint hands 
or belte, just visible with the most pow 
erful instruments, are all that can be 
made out If we could visit Uranus, w 
should probably be greatly surprised, i 
not greatly disappointed. Ira averagn 
density is but a trifle in excess of tha 
of water, and of course its surface den 
sity is far less. 


A voyager from the earth landing o 


Urauus would probably sink almost a 
rapidly as if he had leaped upon ou 
of those round white thundorcloui 
which, piled high iu air, look so soli 
and snowy cool ou a Jnly afternoon. B 
could uo more walk on. tho surface 
thnt world than he could walk on water

The Navigable Canal. 


T. C. AVhite, F. G. Berry, Thomas E.

Nitric Acid «nd Tin. 


In a paper read before the London 


Chemical society by C. H. Walker on 
tbe action of uirrio acid on tin, some of 
tho prevalent ideas ou that subject aro 
ebown to bo singularly erroneous. 
Among these is the general supposition 
that metallic tin dissolves in nitric acid 
with the production of both a 0-annona 
and stannic salt, according to t'm condi- 
tions of temperature and con-«ntratiou 
of the acid. In these later experiments 
—mado to determine the amount^' of 
stannous salts formed under various con- 
ditions of temperature, concentration of 
acid and moss of tin treated—it is shown 
that with dilute acids the increase of 
temperature has bnt little efl'tct, but 
with more concentrated acids Uio effect 
ia more marked, for tho alteration of a 
few more degrees will reduce i iio amount 
of stauuous salt to nothing while iu- 
creaso of concentration, other things be- 
ing equal, decreases tho proportion of 
stauiions salt It is found that tho yel- 
lowish white substance formed from con- 
centrated solutions isahyilrfttedfitanuic 
uitrato of varying oompi*itiou, depend- 
ing ou the time between production and 
analysis, alfto on the method of puriflca-

yesterday huming. The cross-examina- 
tiou of W. S. Jaim-s waa concluded 
without any new fiicta being elicited. 


Elmo Headk-y \\&~ the next witness 


for tbc people, but nothing of import- 
ance was elicited frcu... him. He assert- 
ed lie was at home on the night of -Jan- 
uary 10th and llth, and read of tlie rob- 
bery the next morning. 
'Walter 
Weaver, v.-ho 
had 
been 


brought down from i;au Queutin to tes- 
tify, gave' more damaging testimony 
against the defendant. On the night of 
tbe robbery he mot Childers, who told 
him lie bad got $1GQ from the Schleigha 
and that he had had much trouble in 
getting it. Some time after the robbery 
witness a%ahi met Childers, who told 
him that he heard Weaver waa to be a 
witness against him and asked him not 
to testify to what he, Guilders, had told 
him about tbe burglary at Schleigh's. 


U. M Hague, the grocer, testified that 


Mrs. Childera had come to hiu store on 
January 12, 1S93, and paid a bill 
amounting to $15 or $16. Sculeigh waa 
recalled, and elated that the money 
stolen from him was in $20 gold pieces, 
eonie silver and bills. Thia closed the 
caae for the prosecution. 


The opening address for the defense 


was made by Attorney D. M. Seaton. 
He stated that he would prove an alibi 
for Childers; that when James claimed 
to have talked with Childers about the 
burglary Childera was in Sanger, and 
that Childera did not leave home on the 
night the burglary was committed. He 
also promised "to prove the bad reputa- 
tion of the people's most important wit- 
nesses. 


The defense began bv putting on a 


number of character "witnesses, who 
testified they had iiover hoard anything 
to Cbilders' discredit before this case 
came up. Among them were Edward 
Haff, Truman G. Hart, H. A. Taggart, 
W. D. Crichton, John Filloon, U. ft. 
Prince and others. 


B. M. Hague testified he bad known 


Ohilders ten years. On one occasion 
Ohilders had promised him money due 
on a bill, saying he expected t-ome 
money from Mrs. AlcWhirter, Witness 
Afterwards discovered that (Jhildera had 
10 expectation of receiving this money. 
This waa elicited in cross-examination 
by Mr. tinow. 


W. D. Orichton said that so far as he 


tne-w Childera' reputation waa good un- 
til he became mixed up with the James 
;ang. H. A. Paggart, who married the 
defendant's sister, also thought Ohil- 
ders' charactergood. It waa bia buggy 
Dbilders bad on the 10th of January, 
the day before the robbery, when Ohil- 
ders and Schleigli went out riding. Wit- 
ness did not know where Childera waa 
on the night of the lltb. Early in the 
evening be was at home. He read of 
he burglary nest day. 
After the noon recess Dante Prince 


added his version to the statements of 
he witnesses called to prove the good 
eputation of Childers, by stating that 
Ohildera' reputation was good with the 
irosectition in the Htath caae and bad 
vith the Heath sympathizers. 


Mrs. Childers then took the stand. 


She testified that at the time the roh- 
>ery was said to have been committed 
jliildera was at home in bed. They oc- 
upicd tho same apartment, and if Chil- 
lers had gone out she would certainly 
"iave known it. 


The witness also testified that ehe paid 
he rent and grocery bills, which the 
prosecution claimed to have been liqni- 
lated with the money stolen from the 
jchleigba, with the proceeds of two 
:hecks drawn by Lee Blasinnamc in her 
uisband'a favor. 


W. H. McKenzie here produced and 


dtmtifitid the checks. 


Mrs. Childera was not shaken in cross- 


examination, hut her relations to the. 
defendant naturally impaired tbe force 
of her testimony, and Assistant District 
Utorney Snow asked her very few ques- 
ions. 
Mrs. C. E. Perry and her son Alva 


vere called to prove that on the night of 
the robbery "Doc" 
Dillwood waa at 


home at their house on Q street. Dill- 
wood and hia wife occupied apartment? 
n Mrs. Perry's house, and the date of 
:.l)e robbery was fixed in her mind by 
.lie fact that aho was going to move out 
.he. next day. Dillwood cama home 
early and did not go out at all that 
night. 


Young Perry gave similar testimony, 


adding that he slept on the floor rij^lu 
opposite the door of the room occupied 
by the Dill woods, and only four icct 
from it, so that, it would have been im- 
possible for Dilhvood to go out in the 
middle of the night without awakening 
liim. 


The defendant, Childera, then took 


the stand on his own behalf. 
He 


claimed that on the niphtof the robbery 
be came home at9 o'clock and remained 
all nii>ht. He admitted that he hud 
driven out with Schlei^h during the 
early part of the day, but denied' that 
when tichleigh paid for some drinks he 
liad a money eacfc in bis hand contain- 
ing $200. He did not see thn sack at 
nil. 


Mr, Snow severely cross-questioned 


the witness, who said tbat on January 
llth he was in Sanger and saw Dr. Wat- 
aoii, A. S. Cureion and a restaurant 
keeper named Hameb. He had gone to 
see Dr. Watson about the Heath case, 
being a witness before the grand jury. 
He continued that Jamee, the prinuip-l 
witness .iiminat him, had threatens! 
when in jail to make troiihle for him ii 
lie didn't stop certain inquiries in tin 
McWhirler murdt-r case. Witness told 
lames that he was in Mich a poatiioi. 
.tint he could not stop, and would not H 
ho could. 


A M. Oureton testified to having met 


011 i Mere in Sanger, hut could not fix tin 


tH. 
Mr. Snow then addressed tho jury fat 


.he prosecution, claiming that tho at- 


tempt of Childers to prove an alibi was 
unsupported by any testimony except 
his wiiVd. This waa opposed to the 
positive testimony of James and Elmo 
Headley, and it was only natural that 


wife should shield her husband. 


There waa no such evidence against 
Dilwoodas against Childers, and thia 
was why Dillwood had not been charged 
as au accomplice in the crime. He 
claimed that it amounted to a certainty 
that the old people had oeen robbed by 
James and Guilders, aa tho former had 
testiiiitl, and that part of the money 
stolen had been need to pay the rent 
and grocery account referred to. If the 
Blasmgame checks had 
been given 


many days before, it was not likely that 
tlio Childers people would wait tocaah 
them ami remain tihort of money while 
Mrs. Childers was sick. 


Mr. Seaton arj-tieil for the defendant, 


and insisted that the evidence of James, 
a convicted felon, ought not to be ao- 
cepted. It was not Ohildera, but John 
Hearn, another felon now serving a 
long sentence, who was with James 
wnen the burglary was committed. 


Mr. Snow, in closing, contended that 


the attempt to prove that Cbilders waa 
in Snnger at the time he waa claimed to 
have been seen in Fresno was unsup- 
ported by testimony, though Childers 
had the process of the court at his dis- 
posal to prucuru witnesses. 


Juiltie Wcl)b brie'ly charged the jury 


that the offense, if proved, was burg- 
lary in the first degree, us the robbery 
had been committed at night, turned 
tlic-m ovar to the deputy sheriff with an 
intimation to avoid heated controversy, 
and endeavor to arrive at a verdict by a 
c trem! consideration of the evidence. 


The jury retired a few minutes before 


SoVluch." 


The jury reported at 7 30 p.m. that 


there was no likelihood of their agreeing 
and were locked up for the night. It is

bucbda of wheat into flour. jJn aver- 
age of two men, working ttirodgb. the 
year, do all the work of transporting 
the wheat and flour to 
New York 


city, where three men mate it up 
into bread in a mammoth bakery 
and 
so 
distribute 
it 
to 
cus- 


tomers. 
If 
we 
allow that three 


more men keep in repair alt the ma- 
chinery in use from first operation to 
last and the five bushels of wheat fur- 
nished bread enough to last one person 
a year, we have developed the important 
fact thai the labor of ten men through 
the year supplies 1000 people with a 
year's bread. A generation ago it prob- 
ably required the labor of 100 men, first 
and* last, to supply 1000 people with 
bread. Need any man go further to 
find an all sufficient cause for agricul- 
tural depression? Is not the elimination 
of ninety men out of a hundred suffi- 
cient canae for idleness among the 
ninety? Of course the world baa learned 
to consume more, but consumption is a 
laggard by Lhe side of industrial pro- 
duction in our age of tbe world. It has 
not been eo before.—Tulare Register.
